FALL ROAD CONDITIONS 
MERIT EXTRA DRIVING CARE 


Reduced visibility and wet, leafy 
roads play a leading role in many 
motor vehicle accidents at this 
time of year, caution the Maine 
State Police. 

“Thé autumn ‘haze develops into 
fog—always a road hazard— call- 
ing for low beam headlights, re- 
duced speed and extra caution,” 
said Col. Allan H. Weeks, Chief of 
the Maine State Police. 

Fog or autumn haze is not the 
only barrier to vision on the road- 
way. Piles of leaves beside the 
road can also result in an accident 
or death. 

The state police chief advises 
motorists to be extra alert for 
youngsters who may be jumping 
into or crawling about piled leaves 
near roadways. 

“Children get a kick out of 
crawling into a pile of leaves; 
however, sometimes they forget 
that for their own safety they 
should stay away from leaves 
piled alongside of a road,” said 
Col. Weeks. 

In addition to piles of leaves al- 
ong the roadway, motorists are re- 
minded that rain-slick roads can 
be dangerous, especially during 
autumn. 

“We ask each motorist ito drive 
at reasonable speed at all times, 
and to reduce speed to fit condi- 
tions, especially on wet, leafy 
roads,’ Weeks said.

From Congress 


‘One of the more complex and 
controversial issues we face as we 
approach the 1980's centers on our 
future use and future dependence 
on nuclear power aS an energy 
source. Currently, approximately 
12% of our nation’s electrical en- 
ergy production comes from nu- 
clear power plants. And, in Maine, 
we depend on nuclear energy for 
about 38% of our electrical needs. 
> During the past several years, 
opposition to nuclear power—and 
to our increased reliance on it as 
an energy source—has become 
more vocal and more organized. 
The incident earlier this year at 
the Three Mile Island nuclear 
generating facility near Harris- 
burg, Pennsylvania, has provided a 
mew focal point around which op- 
ponents to nuclear power have 
both rallied and attempted to 
gather new converts to their cause. 
And, certainly since the Three 
Mile Island incident, the opponents 
to nuclear power have been suc- 
cessful—at the very least—in push- 
ing for a serious reexamination of 
America’s commitment to nuclear 
energy in the years ahead. 

In the responses I received to 
a questionnaire I sent to residents 
in the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict this past May, it was evident 
that Maine people were asking 
questions about nuclear energy. In 
that constituent survey, to which 
I received about 6,500 responses, 
no clear consensus emerged about 
future commitment to nuclear 
power. Of those people responding, 
49% said we should build more 
nuclear power plans while 51% 
opposed further construction, and, 
on the question of whether or 
not there should be a moratorium 
on building nuclear plants, 52% 
said there should be while 48% 
said there should not be such a 
policy. 

In determining the future of 
nuclear power, there are obviously 
differing opinions. The more ra- 
dical opponents of nuclear energy 
are advocating that we should not 
only prohibit the construction of 
additional nuclear power plants 
but that we should also shut down 
the more than 70 facilities current- 
ly operating in the United States. 
‘Others, including a growing num- 
ber of my colleages in Congress, 
are advocating moratoriums of va- 
rious durations on any new nu- 
clear plant construction. Still oth- 
ers are suggesting a myriad of 
new safety precautions to govern 
the nuclear industry. 

In my judgment, it is impera- 
itive that we proceed with extreme 
caution and extreme care on nu- 
clear energy, At the present time, 
a Special presidential study com- 
mission is analyzing the entire 
Three Mile Island incident, and I 
am hopeful that their report will 
provide not only some needed an- 
swers but some suggested direc- 
tion on our future use of nuclear 
power as well. Until that report is 
completed, I think it would be 
premature to make ary definitive 
judgements on the course we 
should pursue on nuclear energy 
in the years ahead. 

_ However, I do believe we should 
begin now to address certain safe- 
ty guestiotis in regard to nuclear 
power. First, we should make cér- 
tairi that states design evactiation 
plans to respond to possible nu- 
clear accidents, Second, we must 
improve the ability of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to monitor 
nuclear safety, Arid, thirdly and 
perhaps most importantly, we can 
afford to wait no longer in de- 
veloping a comprehensive national 
program to safely dispose of nuwu- 
clear wasté materials, 

_,in regard to the nuclear waste 
disposal situation, I believe it is 
critically important that we make 
évery effort to make certain that 
nuclear wastes are safely disposed. 
In my judgment, there rémain wn- 
answered questions regarding fiu- 
clear waste disposal, questions

NEW PROCEDURES IMPROVE 
WATER QUALITY FOR 
DISTRICT CUSTOMERS 


The heavy rain of Wednesday 
night, Oct, 3, typically threatened 
the quality of water supplied for 
the Bethel Water District’s custom- 
ers from the Chapman Brook re- 
servoir which became saturated 
with leaves, small sticks and oth- 
er particles suspended in the wat- 
er. However, new procedures adop- 
ted by the Water District Super- 
intendent Richard Enright should 
virtually eliminate any of this par- 
ticle saturated water from enter- 
ing kitchen water taps in Bethel. 
The new procedure simply in- 
volves “turning off’? the reservoir 
and relying on the alternate reser- 
voir an Paradise Hill until the tur- 
bulent water settles—usually 24-36 
hours. 

Water quality is always a prob- 
lem for small water utilities such 
as Bethel’s, Particles in the water 
cause discoloration, and unpleasant 
tastes and odors. Bethel residents 
have experienced this occurrence

ly to mention, Even-though the 
water is tested daily for an ac- 
ceptable, safe level of turbidity 
(particles), testing does not solve 
the problem of particle matter 
which has entered the public’s wa- 
ter supply at its source. Thus, a 
settling period procedure was ad- 
opted early this summer, 

So much debris from Chapman 
Brook enters the reservoir through- 
out the year that a large mound 
accumulates in the middle of the 
reservoir which requires removal 
every one or'two years, This sum- 
mer P, H, Chadbourne & Co. con- 
tracted for the reservoir cleaning 
operation and, in the opinion of 
the district's trustees and superin- 
dent, the job was accomplished ef- 
ficiently and at a very favorable 
cost to the district. 


Bethel Water District Superin- 
tendént Richard Enright points to 


which if left unanswered will 
themselves cast enormous sha- 
dows of doubt on the wisdom of 
our existing reliance on nuclear 
power and of our commitment to 
it in the future. Presently pend- 
ing before Congress are many pro- 
posals which would address this 
matter, and I am hopeful we will 
act expeditiously in committing 
ourselves to the development of a 
coniprehensive and safe waste dis- 
posal plan. 

The decisions we make over the 
next few years in regard to nu- 
clear power may in large measure 
determine the direction we pursue 
in developing a national ener- 
gy policy and plan. Certainly, we 
must do everything possible to 
make sure wa have sufficient en- 
ergy to meet our needs, Obvious- 
Jy, we can not abandon nuclear 
power without developing alterria- 
tives to take its place, And, if we 
should chose to move away from 
nuclear power, we may very well 
be forced to accept significantly 
higher energy costs. The choices 
will indeed be difficult, but I am 
hopeful that we are now making 
the commitment to seek the an. 
swers we néed to make lovical and 
reasoned decisions on the tuture 
of nuclear power,

additional or expanded educational 
facilities. The questions on edu- 
cation will supplement those asked 
regularly in the monthly survey 
on employment and unemployment 
conducted nationwide by the Bu- 
reau for the U. S. Department of, 
Labor. : : 

Results of the monthly employ- 
ment survey provide data on con- 
ditions in the labor force, prime 
indicators of the economic health 
of the country. For example, in 
August the survey indicated that

Nation’s unemployment rate was 
6.0%, up from 5.7% in July.

GUARD TODDLERS FROM 
HOME ACCIDENTS 

Think small—to help prevent 
your toddler from becoming one 
of the thousands killed in home 
accidents annually, advise the 
Maine State Police. 

“A pocketbook or a briefcase 
Jeft on the floor or table could re- 
sult in a child picking up and 
swallowing keys, safety pins, pens, 
and lighters; thus, parents are 
urged to adopt the perspective of 
a small child and take a look 
around the house and yard to avoid 
potential tragedy to itheir toddler,” 
said Colonel Allen H. Weeks, Chief 
of the Maine State Police. 

Weeks said parents are advised 
to keep nuts and hard candies out 
of reach of toddlers, since many 
youngsters ofien choke on hard 
candy and nuts. Keep matchboxes 
and filled ashtrays away, too. 

According to the State Police 
Chief, the U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice reports that one cigarette can 
kill a child under one if he chews 
and swallows it. 

Although childproof pill and 
prescription bottles have cut down 
on poisonings, there are lotions 
and compounds that if not put out 
of reach can make a baby quite 
sick. Peroxide, rubbing alcohol, 
Jaxatives, and shoe polish are a 
few items to keep out of reach. 
Also, aftershave, astringents, am- 
monia or cleaning sprays should 
not be left on the top of the toilet 
tank, 

In the kitchen, use the back 
purners for cooking. Avoid table- 
cloths that a child could grab, 
pulling down food, utensils and 
glassware on top of him—use place 
mats instead, 

If an accident does occur, 
Weeks advises know whom to call 
for help. Tape a list of emergency 
numbers to the phone. Include the 
hospital, fire department, police 
and ambulance, 

According to the State Police 
Chief, “Knowing what to do when 
an accident happens can save your 
child's life.’

AWARENESS HIGH DURING 
S.A.D, 44 FACULTY WORKSHOP 

Health Education Awareness in 
M. S. A. D, #44 was high last Fri- 
day afternoon as district teachers 
participated in a workshop on that 
subject.

PUBLIC AGAIN REMINDED OF 
“JUNKYARD” PERMIT LAW 


The Maine State Police advise 
residents who are storing three or 
more unusable motor vehicles on 
their property that they may be in 
violation of the law. 

‘People who keep three or more 
unserviceable, discarded, worn- 
out or junked motor vehicles with- 
out an ‘automobile graveyard’ or 
‘junkyard’ permit may be fined 
and/or jailed,’’ said Col. Allan H. 
Weeks, Chief of the Maine State 
Police. 


Weeks referred to Mainc law 
(Title 30, sec. 2451 & 2452) that 
says a landowner must obtain a 
nontransferable permit from mu- 
nicipal officers, or in the case of 
unorganized townships from the 
county commissioners, before such 
“automobile graveyard” or “junk- 
yard’ may be established, oper- 
ated or maintained. 

A person not having such a 
permit shall be guilty of a mis- | 
demeanor and shall be fined not 
Jess than $100 nor more than 
$500, imprisoned for not more 
than 90 days, or both. Each day 
the violation continues constitutes 
a separate offense.
